‘The sectional meetings in connection with 
the annual conference of tho British Medical 
Assoointion wore hold at the Queen's, Uni- 
versity, Belfast, last month. ° i 

There was a most interesting discussion in 
the seetion deveted to Medicine on ihe ae 
aspect of athloticiam. Dr. Tyrrell Grooks,: o 
Oxford, introduced the aubjoct with. paper 
showing the small number of deaths—only five— 
due. to athletios in thirteen Public Schools in 
England during the past twonty years, although 
there hed been 6,500 pupils, and three.of these 
deaths Ind been due to puro. accidents. Bir 
Jemes Barr (Liverpool) anid it waa tho duty of 
the medical men, not only as citizens but as 
members of a favoured class, to have some knowl- 
edgo of the great advantage of physical training, 
to know that it was's most important factor, not 
only'in the developmont of the individual, bat 
also in, tho moral and. intollestual evolntion of 
mankind. If they improved the hvsiane: end 
character of the race they provided good. sub- 
strates for mental evolution. There might be 
some who would approach, the subjoct from tho. 
evils of athleticism, and point outs number of 
damaged hotrts, though they wero not likely 
to refor to ruinod: repatations.

Court of Justica last’ month on action was 
brought by. the Steamship Owners’ Coal As- 
sociation (Limited), the owners of 16 dumb 
barges, against tho Nippon Yusen Kabushiki 
Kaisha, ownors of .the liner Wakasa Maru, to 
recover the amount of the damage sistained by 
reason of 5 collision ketween the Wakasa Maru 
and the barges in Long Reach, river Thames, on 
tha evening of September 19last. According to- 
ths statement. of claim, the pleiatiffs have 
barges road on the south side of Long. Reach,’ 
‘which are divided into six sections, aud at the 
time in question a number of bargesladen with: 
coal were lying in sections Nos, 5 and 6, heading’ 
down tho river, and moored in four tiers eac! 
containing four barges abreast. ‘Cho innormost 
and outermost barge in each tier was exhibiting 
o bright white light, In thoso circumstances 
the. Wakosa Maru, which was coming down the 
iver, approached in o direction to pase safely 
ontho port side of the barges, but when abreast 
of tho roads she suddenly and rapidly swang to 
starboard, opening her red light, and, satay 
on.at a great xpoad, with her stem end bot 
bows ran into the uppermost tier in No. 5 sec- 
tion, broaking tho barges in if and the lower 
tier in that sdotion adrift and then ran on into 
the barges at No.: 6: section, which were 
aloo broken adrift.. Many of tho barges 
wera damaged, and one. of them. sank, 
with her cargo, The defendants’ cave was that 
the Wakasa Maru, a twin-scrow steamer of 
6,265 gross tons register, bound from London 
to Yokohama with’ psssengers and s general 
cargo, was on the down-river course, in charge 
of 6 duly-licensed pilot, and was making about 
six knots.
